LOCAL SOLDIERS ARE NOV ON THE WAY 


Troops Get The Order To Move Early This Morning, and Leave For Milwaukee 
At n:40 O’clock—Glad To Have The Chance To Burn Powder- 
Enthusiastic Demonstration Is flade by Citizens.

A N E S V IL L E soldiers left for the front at 12:20 o’clock this 
afternoon on a special train via the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul railway. 
Sixty-seven men, beside the officers, and Captain J. 
B. Whiting, the regimental assistant surgeon, made up the Bower 
City delegation that left for the front. 
Janesville business men and citizens gave the company an en­ 
thusiastic good bye demonstration, and at the depot the Darlington 
and Monroe companies, which came on the special that carried the 
Janesville boys away, gave them a hearty greeting. 


At 5*30 o’clook this morning the 
fire bell clanged oat the news that 
the soldiers had 
been called for. 
Twice twelve times it rang, and then 
the mocking bird whistle at the water­ 
works pumping station 
screamed. 
Twije twelve times, also. it ahrleked 
and its wierd notes had no sooner 
died away than the brazen tongue of 
the deep toned old bell on the East 
side fire station spoke out. 
The old 
bell's voice was out of tune, and it 
wao a long time since its familiar note 
had been heard- 
Then the whistle at 
th$ Thorougngood factory spoke, an i 
its baratone notes had hardly begun 
to throb when the deep bass of the 
O. & N. W. round house whistle was 
heard. 
People had been expecting the sig­ 
nal for several days, and even at the 
early hour in the morning a large 
crowd 
turned out. At th 
Armory 
they found a man on guard at the 
stairway, who refused to allow any 
one but members of the company to 
go up stairs. 
Bugle calls spilt the still morning 
air, and the people waited patiently 
for the troops to appear But they did 
not come. 
Members of the company 
came down in their uniforms with 
their citizens' clothes on their arms. 
They were on their way to their homes 
to. get ready to move, and It was an­ 
nounced that the company would not 
go until 11:40 o’clock this morning. 
Then the people scattered and went 
home. 
la the Armory all was bustle. First 


Sergeant Zander 
detailed men for 
guard duty, and the work of prepara­ 
tion was maned. 
The order under 
which equipment, eto. was gotten to­ 
gether was as follows: 
4‘When ordered out in heavy march­ 
ing order, for active service, officers 
and men will wear undress uniform, 
including flannel 
shirts, 
company 
hats a n i leggins, and good serviceable 
walking shoes. 
Men will carry knap­ 
sacks, with blankets and overeat, 
one change of underwear, 2 pair of 
socks, 2 towels, soap, brash and comb* 
Haversacks and canteens will ba worn. 
In the haversack shall be carried the 
mess kit, consisting of meat can, 
knife, fork and spoon, with tin cup 
attached to the outside. 
4 At least one day's rations, consist­ 
ing of not leas than 14 ounces of 
cooked meat and 14 ounces of bread 
must be carried in toe haversack. 
If more or less than the above is 
required, the order will specify the 
changes. 
To each man will be issued 
not less than IO nor mor6 than 20 
service cartridges, reduced amunition 
of 30 grains of powder and the round 
ball is on hand, IO rounds per man 
will also be issued of that. 
“ On being called into service each 
company commander will supply him­ 
self with six pounds of ground coffee 
per 60 men and ten pounds of sugar 
“ Each company supplied with one 
will take a hospital stretcher with it. 
The Q darter rn aster general will supply 
all tentage and field ovens, if needed 


How long many of the local men will remain in the service, is 
not certain. 
A t Milwaukee, and before they are mustered in, all 
members of the company must undergo another physical examina 
tion, to be conducted by a regular army surgeon, and two civilian 
surgeons. 
This examination will be rigorous, and some of the 
men who passed the hurried examination made here are likely to 
be disqualified. 
The soldiers were all anxious to go, and the receipt of the 
long looked for order was a great relief to them.

Milwaukee Sentinel says:

Joseph B. Doe this morning denounced 
the action of the war department in 
excluding Battery A of the Wisconsin 
National guard from the oall for troops. 
Gen. Doe also declared his UDwillirg- 
ness to go to Washington to work in the 
war department, as has been suggest­ 
ed in some quarters, but said he was 
willing to lead the Wisconsin troops to 
the front. 
To a represents Ive of The Journal 
this morning General Doe, who was 
adjutant general of the Wisconsin Na­ 
tional Gnard a few years ago, made 
the following statement: 
“ ‘It was the greatest piece of stu­ 
pidity upon the part of the war office 
to issue a call such as emanated from 
it yesterday. 
The idea of issuing a 
call omitting the battery of this atate, 
while calling out the batteries of other 
atates, is something which I cannot 
-account for in any other way^tb.an that 
some elerk who knew little or noth- 
log 
about 
the 
condition 
of 
affairs made out the 
cal). 
Our 
battery is of the very best in the 
United States, a fact which is made 
apparens by the record in the war 
office. 
Look at the case of Maryland, 
too. 
They called out four batteries 
from that state and none from New 
York! 
They oalled out cavalry in 
the Dakotas where no cavalry exists. 
It’s a very bad job all around. 
“ Regarding my service in the war 
I desire to say that I would accept a 
position in command of the Vt isconsin

Wben Beer Admiral Sampson, on 
the flagship New York, left the cruis­ 
ing ground to pay e visit to Matanzas 
end Cerdenea, he mede np hie mind 
th et something bed to be done with 
the eggresive Spanish ertillerymen 
who were menning the betteries ont 
th et wey. 
They hed fired twice on the torpedo 
boet Foote, end were very busy erect­ 
ing fortiflcetiocB end piecing guns in 
poeition. 
At Metenzas the New York 
found tne monitor Puriten end the 
erniser Cinoinneti, th et 
beve been 
Moekeding the port. 
M akes A Bssonnslsmnss. 
Admiral Sampson decided to make e 
veeonnoisence in foree for the three­ 
fold purpose of locating the batteries, 
discovering the kind of guns they 
mounted, end, if possible, stopping the 
work of fortifying. 
The New York led the wey into the 
bey. 
The Pnriten wee a few hundred 
yards astern on the port aide, end the 
Oineinneti remained behind a slightly 
greeter distance astern on the star­ 
board side. 
Lines drawn from ship to 
ehip would have mede en almost per­ 
fect triangle. 
The crews were ell et quarters 
reedy for the fen to begin. 
Nor 
tonic any living object be discerned 
on shore. 
The bey end shore of Ma­ 
tanzas were like the lend end waters 
of No Men’s Lend. 
Firing Begins. 
At a few minutes before I o’clock 
there w sb a puff of amoke from the 
east shore, end en 8-inch shell whizzed 
toward the New York and fell Bhort. 
Scarcely hed the report died away 
when a n o th e r puff of smoke floated 
upon the Point Maya side and easily 
blew e^sy. 
This shell also fell short. 
The mn ce of the east battery was 
nearly 70,CCO yards, but the flagship 
promptly epoxied fire with one of her 
8-inoh guns. 
The engagement in a few minutes 
became general, and shore and bay 
were covered with the wind-blown 
smoke, while the hollow between the 
bills roared wish the eonnonading. 
Continuing to cut loose with her 
guns starboard and port, as well as 
fore and aft, the New York steamed 
in quickly and circled around to the 
westwerd toward Point Bubal Gaya, 
while the Puritan swung to starboard 
to engage the Maya batteries. 
The Maya battery waa the more 
formidable, and the fire from it was 
more frequent, but the shells fell 
short. 
The New York ignored this 
battery after a minute and proceeded 
to pay all her attention to the battery 
on Bubal Cays, whloh was being 
pushed to completion. 
Pounded to Pieces 
It was a beautiful eight to tee the 
target practice of the New York. A 
big baloon of amoke would suddenly 
rise from her side. 
The eye following 
the direction of the shot would see an 
instant later a great cloud of dost and 
tragmenta of concrete and mortar fly 
high in the air. 
Then would come 
the roar of onother piece, sullen and 
heavy. 
The New York had soon re­ 
duced the range from 7,000 to 8,000 
yards and soon was tossing shells 
into the Bubal Cays at the rate of 


about threa a minute with 
precision and apparently 
■trnoti ranees.

In the meantime the Puritan waa 
taking ears of Point Maya.

Bayonne, France, April 28.—Accord 
lug to a letter just received here from 
Madrid, dated at the Spanish capital 
on Tuesday, a Spanish squadron, con­ 
sisting of four iron clads and three 
torpedo-boat destroyers, sailed for the 
United States Monday. It was rumor­ 
ed that the squadron was to steam di­ 
rect across the Atlantic and bombard 
northern ports of the United States. 
The port from which this squadron 
sailed was not mentioned. 
It 
was 
added, however, that a second squad­ 
ron, consisting of four iron clads and 
two cruisers, was being formed at Ca­ 
diz. 
Its destination was unknown. 
London, April 28.—It 
is 
reported 
here from Madrid that the destination 
of the Spanish fleet, which is said to 
have been at sea for some days, 
is 
unknown to any one but the minister 
of marine, Admiral Bermejo. 
But it 
is added that news is expected before 
long at the Spanish capital of the bom­ 
bardment of American coast towns. 
The reports from Madrid also say 
that the Spanish naval authorities are 
satisfied that Spain can easily force 
the blockade of Cuba when she de­ 
sires to do so. But in the meantime it 
is explained, as the governors of Cuba

Madrid, April 28.—As a counterpoise 
to the growing sympathy toward the 
Carlists among the people since Don 
Carlos raised 
a vigorous 
war 
note 
against the United States, the Spanish 
cardinals and prelates are now assem­ 
bling here* to visit the queen regent 
collectively, declaring their 
adhesion 
to and support of the reigning dynasty. 
They will endeavor to convince the peo­ 
ple that the queen regent has never 
advocated “peace at any price," but 
thoroughly participates in the enthusi­ 
asm of the people to defend the honor 
and rights of Spain. 
This attitude of 
the prelates 
will 
cause a sensation throughout the coun­ 
try, greatly irritating the Carlists. 
Madrid is absolutely unmoved. The 
capture of the American bark Saranac 
by a Spanish gunboat near 
Manilla 
caused a momentary excitement, but 
the town is expectant of the action 
likely to occur off the Phillippines and 
awaits the outcome with perfect con­ 
fidence. 
This confidence in the navy is an ar­ 
ticle of faith with the Spaniards. The 
papers politely chaff the Americans on 
their want of dash in capturing only 
fishing boats and ocean tramps.
